REGISTRARS OPPOSE MINISTER’S 
PROPOSALS 


NEW POSTS CRITICIZED 

Reports received from various regions at a recent meeting 
of the Hospital Junior Staffs Group Executive Committee 
showed that hospital medical staffs (both senior and junior) 
are very largely opposed to the Minister's proposal to 
appoint a limited number of special posts for time-expired 
senior registrars. The Executive Committee's view was that, 
however attractive the rate of remuneration, registrars 
should not accept these new posts, and it decided to advise 
hospital junior medical staffs to resist their establishment. 

Such a system, even if said to be on a temporary basis, 
would be a retrograde step, the Committee thought, for it 
would mean a new grade of senior registrar with duties of 
a highly responsible nature. Furthermore, it would be 
invidious to select posts to be occupied by only some of the 
time-expired senior registrars. It has always been the policy 
of the Group that, pending a permanent solution of the 
registrar problem, all time-expired senior registrars should 
be given security of tenure and an increase of salary above 
the present maximum. The Minister's proposal virtually 
introduced another grade into the hospital staffing structure 
and might well tempt boards to establish special posts when 
an additional consultant appointment would be more appro- 
priate. There appeared, too, to be a danger that if a senior 
registrar, through financial exigency, were to apply for one 
of the special posts he would risk being stigmatized as “a 
failed consultant ” and might well find himself in an appoint- 
ment with no prospects of promotion. 

Finally, the Group Executive Committee pointed out, the 
Minister's proposal in no way solved the immediate or the 
long-term problem of senior registrars. A fresh generation 
of senior registrars would very shortly be seeking consultant 
appointments, and the desperate situation in which many 
present senior registrars found themselves would be extended 
to many now in their early years in the grade. The Group 
Executive is circulating its views to other committees.

Associations in Edinburgh next July, as His Royal Highness 
will be with the Queen in Canada during the whole of that 
month. 


COMMITTEE TO REVIEW MEDICAL 
SERVICES 
CHAIRMAN APPOINTED 


Sir Arthur Porritt has agreed to act as chairman of the com- 
mittee to review the medical services which is being set up 
under the joint sponsorship of the Royal Colleges, the Scot- 
tish Royal Medical Corporations, the British Medical Asso- 
ciation, the College of General Practitioners, and the Society 
of Medical Officers of Health. The sponsoring committee, 
on which each of these bodies is represented, will meet 
shortly to discuss with the chairman the constitution of the 
new committee. 


CONTRACTUAL VALIDITY OF SPENS 


MINISTER REJECTS SPECIAL CASE 


The Secretary of State for Scotland has rejected the B.M.A.’s 
suggestion that he should join with it in the presentation of 
a special case to the Scottish Court of Session for its opinion 
on the contractual validity of the G.P. Spens Report. The 
Chairman of Council, Dr. S. Wand, announced to the Repre- 
sentative Body at Birmingham on July 12 that the Secretary 
of State for Scotland had been asked to consent to the 
presentation of such a special case (Supplement, July 19, 
p. 80). The procedure of a “special case” is peculiar to 
Scottish law, and differs from the usual type of contentious 
litigation in that the parties amicably agree to present their 
differing views to the Court for objective decision. The 
difference of opinion between the Association and the Secre- 
tary of State for Scotland, as the Minister responsible for 
the Health Service in Scotland, which the Association sought 
the Minister’s consent to raise in this case was on the inter- 
pretation of the contractual obligations of the Government 
resulting from its acceptance of the Spens Report and the 
Danckwerts Award. It has always been the Association's 
contention that the Government was under a contractual 
and moral obligation, whether or not it could be enforced 
by legal proceedings in the ordinary way, to implement the 
promises which were made to the profession when they 
entered the National Health Service, and the Association’s 
view has been that a proper interpretation of the Spens 
Reports was that remuneration should be adjusted from time 
to time in accordance, among other things, with changes in 
the value of money. The Government refused to admit any 
contractual obligation when the profession lodged its claim 
for an increase in remuneration in 1956, and in a letter to 
Dr. Macrae, Secretary of the Negotiating Committee, the 
Permanent Secretary to the Ministry of Health wrote: “If 
the Committee are not prepared to accept the Ministers’ 
views as to this, no doubt the matter can be brought before 
the courts for adjudication ” (Supplement, December 1, 1956, 
p. 201). 

The text of the letter from the Permanent Secretary to the 
Department of Health conveying the Minister’s refusal is 
as follows: 

I am directed by the Secretary of State to refer to your letter 
of 10th July regarding the interpretation of certain documents 
relating to the remuneration of general practitioners in the 
National Health Service. 
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As you will know this question of interpretation was the subject 
of discussion and correspondence between the Ministers and the 
British Medical Association some time ago and the Association 
were informed in November, 1956, that Ministers were of the 
opinion that no contractual obligation such as was alleged by the 
Negotiating Committee of the British Medical Association existed 
and that no action based on such a claim could succeed. 

Subsequently a Royal Commission was appointed under the 
Chairmanship of Sir Harry Pilkington which is at present con- 
sidering among other things the remuneration of general practi- 
tioners. 

With this in mind and after careful consideration of the whole 
circumstances the Secretary of State has decided that he cannot 
accept the B.M.A.’s suggestion that he should join with them in 
the presentation of a Special Case to the Court of Session. 

Copies of this letter are being sent to the Secretary, Ministry of 
Health, and to Sir Harry Pilkington. 


B.M.A.’S COMMENTS 


The Scottish Council of the B.M.A. held a press confer- 
ence in Edinburgh on September 23, at which were present 
Dr. W. M. Knox, Chairman of the Scottish Council, Dr. 
C. Harrower, Dr. J. G. M. Hamilton, Dr. A. Macrae, Secre- 
tary, and Dr. E. R. C. Walker, Scottish Secretary. The 
B.M.A. spokesmen commented that the Secretary of State 
had rejected the B.M.A.'s offer without asking to see the 
Association's draft of the stated case and that he had been 
“less than candid in his reference to the Ministers’ letter of 
November, 1956, in failing to mention the statement in it 
that if the B.M.A. was not prepared to accept the Ministers’ 
view the matter could “be brought before the courts for 
adjudication.” Despite the fact that the suggestion of 
obtaining a legal decision on the disputed question came 
originally from the Government, the Secretary of State had 
now rejected this approach, and it might be assumed, the 
B.M.A. spokesmen pointed out, that the Government was 
now less confident about the probable result of the sug- 
gested legal proceedings. It was further pointed out that 
the Secretary of State’s reference to the Royal Commission 
was irrelevant in this context, since it had been made clear 
that the Commission would not adjudicate on the legal issue, 
which was therefore not sub judice.

The Wrong Meaning 


Sir,—After 10 years of the Health Service one is almost 
every day coming across irstances where members of the 
public in general and quite a high proportion of patients 
persist in thinking that the whole of the weekly insurance 
contribution goes towards payment for the Health Services, 
and this notion often finds expression in the good-humoured 
jibe—“I may as well have my money’s worth, doctor!” 
Of all remarks made by the contemporary patient, and 
they are many, this is one with the more serious implica- 
tions, totally misconceived, and, as it happens, pregnant with 
the wrong meaning. 

The latest instance I have noticed of this widespread im- 
pression is to be found in a leading daily paper dated 
September 9. In the article headed “Cost of Living in 
London for Young People” we read that “She (Susan) 
finished at her secretarial college six months ago and her 
weekly salary after deductions for income tax and National 
Health insurance amounts to £7 5s.” Well, well, here we 
are again. All the poor girl’s insurance contribution is 
apparently paid to the Ministry of Health towards the cost 
of doctors, medicine, and hospitals. This is exactly. the 
interpretation which will be put on such statements by 
thousands of readers. 

Is it not high time, Sir, that the Ministry of Health and 
the B.M.A. again organized adequate publicity through 


radio, TV, press, and posters to tell the people the facts ? 
This matter would be comparatively unimportant but for 
one big topical phenomenon of the greatest significance to 
every doctor in the country—viz., the Royal Commission. 
If official bodies and important persons, including lay 
people in responsible positions, all think that a more than 
adequate sum is being contributed each week by every wage 
earner to pay for drugs and to keep the Health Services and 
the doctors going, then indeed we are not going to invite 
much sympathy or congratulation when the great day 
arrives and the doctors get—or do not get—more pay. 
Most people think that they are already paying more than 
enough—to the Health Services. Please may we have an 
urgent resolution of this utter muddle and obtuseness of 
thought in public circles, which one fears may be causing 
and will cause indirectly a great deal of harm, by inference, 
to the medical profession now standing pilloried and inert, 
awaiting the verdict.—I am, etc.,

Study for the D.P.H. 


Sir,—Dr. Arnold Shaw (Supplement, September 6, p. 136) 
has stated perfectly the economic facts of the D.P.H. I 
agree with him on most points, but I believe that Dr. G. D. 
Rees (Supplement, August 23, p. 128) shows greater realism 
when he states that the D.P.H. examination should be open 
to anyone qualified for a few years. There are many assis- 
tant medical officers, with ten years’ or more experience of 
the public health service and the R.A.M.C., who have found 
it an economic impossibility to combine family responsi- 
bilities with a career in social medicine. 

Surely a study of the questions set in a typical D.P.H. 
paper reveals that they can be answered without the necessity 
of attending a university course. Take an example, “ Dis- 
cuss the value of fluoridization of water,” or another, “ De- 
scribe the facilities provided by a local authority for the 
care of the elderly,” and it is apparent that the subject could 
be accomplished from textbooks and local experience in 
public health work. The highest medical administrative 
post of the country, that of the Minister of Health, has been 
held by an ex-miner, an ex-lawyer, an ex-stockbroker. Did 
any of them have a D.P.H.? Yet they were the leading 
group healers when they held their appointments. 

This is the age of the “economic mean.” Those below 
the mean are pulled up to it, and those above are depressed 
down to it. It is damaging to the cause of group healing 
no less than individual healing when the medical profession 
itself joins hands with social forces to further depress the 
“economic mean of its members.—I am, etc.,

The association has in the past met with considerable 
opposition, but this has so diminished to be practically nil 
with regard to the hospitals, for by the information and 
requests received concerning the acquisition of a qualified 
theatre technician it is evident that they are much sought 
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after. The armed Services of the Crown educate and train 
their operating theatre technicians. Why not, then, the 
hospitals controlled by the National Health Service ?—I am,

Reorganization of General Practice 


Sir,—May I be allowed to reassure Mr. D. G. Wilson 
Clyne (Supplement, September 6, p. 136) that, among urban 
general practitioners, what are interpreted by an unfortunate 
few as the overwhelming evils of the National Health Service 
fortunately assume their proper perspective in the minds of 
the majority as minor irritations ?

Paying for Medical Care 


Sir,—I think the time has come for the profession to give 
notice to the country that the Government's refusal to con- 
sider the doctors’ claim for increased remuneration may lead 
to them taking only patients in a low income group on their 
lists. Unfortunately, this may lead to two types of treat- 
ment—utility and “ proper.” This is a state of affairs which 
the profession has been trying to avoid since 1920. Both 
Government and country must face the fact that they spend 
far less on medical care in proportion to population than, 
for example, the Scandinavian countries. Cheeseparing on 
the provision of hospitals and the remuneration of qualified 
professional men will do a grave disservice to the N.H.S. 
and treatment of the sick generally in the near future. The 
advances in medical and social sciznce over the last 10 years 
have increased the work demanded of all branches of medi- 
cine so that, for example, the general practitioner cannot 
be expected to deal with more than 2,750 patients properly, 
as opposed to the 3,500 he may have now. Forty-eight 
million pounds are regarded as essential expenditure on a 
rocket, so let us all come down to earth and realize that 
the Treasury must free a greater sum from its coffers for the 
N.H.S. in all its branches.—I am, etc.,
